Group I, claim(s) 1-19, 28, 29, and 33-38, drawn to nucleic acids, vectors, methods of making nucleic 
acids, host cells, processes for producing polypeptides, and uses of nucleic acids. 

Group II, claim(s) 20-22, drawn to antibodies. 

Group III, claim(s) 23-27 and 30-32, drawn to polypeptides, uses of polypeptides, and pharmaceuticals 
containing polypeptides. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the following reasons: There is no single general inventive concept between Group I and Group II 
because the nucleic acids, vectors and host cells of Group I are materially different from the antibodies of 
Group II. Likewise, there is no general inventive concept common to Groups I and III because the 
nucleic acids, vectors and host cells of Group I are materially different from the polypeptides of Group III. 
None of the products or methods of Group I is needed to produce the antibodies of Group II or the 
polypeptides of Group III (which polypeptides may be isolated from naturally occurring sources or may 
be chemically synthesized). The antibodies of Group II do not share a common inventive concept with 
the polypeptides of Group III, the methods of producing polypeptides being different and distinct from 
methods for the production and or isolation of polypeptides. Additionally, the claims of Group I-III 
mention or refer to large numbers of unrelated nucleic acid sequences or unrelated polypeptide 
sequences. No matter which Group applicants elect, applicant is further required to select one nucleic 
acid sequence or polypeptide sequence (or in the case of Group II, reference to a single sequence) for 
examination on the merits (see MPEP 803.04). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
